Foreword 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  must  refrain  from  disclosing  the  name  of 
the  owner  of  this,  the  WORLD’S  CjREA'I'EST  COLLECEION  of  LNIIED 
STAl'ES  SILV^ER  CX)INS.  For,  while  the  name  might  not  he  familiar  to 
many  from  a numismatic  standpoint,  certainly  from  the  standpoint  of  its  im- 
portance and  stature  in  public  life  it  would  he  familiar  to  all. 

For  over  fifty  years  our  anonymous  consignor  added  to  the  collection  and 
improved  on  specimens  previously  acquired.  'Ehe  result  is  as  fine  a collection 
of  coins  as  could  he  obtained. 

Part  1 of  this  magnificent  collection  is  offered  in  this  publication  and  in- 
cludes the  Silver  Dollars  and  Trade  Dollars.  Outstanding  among  them  are  the 
1794  which  is  a superb,  uncirculated  specimen  and  as  such  one  of  the  two 
known  in  this  condition;  the  1870-S  which  has  only  once  before  been  offered  at 
auction;  the  many  varieties  of  the  1795,  1798,  1799,  and  1800  dollars;  all  of 
the  proofs  from  1840  to  1904;  and  the  choice  mint  tnarked  series. 

In  addition,  we  have  reprinted  the  standard  work  on  the  series, 
IIAZELTINE’S  TYPE  TABLE  of  UNITED  STATES  SILVER  DOLLARS. 
We  know  that  this  feature  will  be  enthusiastically  received  in  numismatic 
circles.  The  reference  H-1  etc.  for  each  coin  stands  for  Hazeltine  No.  1 of 
that  year.  Pages  I to  XII  give  the  complete  Hazeltine  description  of  each  coin 
and  collectors  may  readily  refer  to  those  pages. 

A point  worth  mentioning  in  regard  to  the  coins  and  their  photographs; 
the  photograph  precedes  the  coin  described  in  all  instances.  None  of  the  coins 
ha-ve  been  cleaned  and  none  of  the  photographs  have,  been  retouched.  You 
may  bid  with  the  certainty  that  the  coins  will  look  as  good  as,  or  better  than, 

the  photographs.  With  this  thought,  we  respectfully  submit  this  catalogue  to 
vou.

the  hair  Hows  back  ending  in  5 decided  points  including  the  curl; 
(in  giving  the  number  of  points  of  the  hair,  the  curl  is  included  in  all 
the  following  pieces);  rev.,  delicate  wreath;  10  berries  on  right  and 
9 on  left. 

No.  2;  wide  date;  1 point  of  lower  star  pierces  the  curl;  the  star  is  farther 
from  L in  “liberty”  than  in  any  other  variety;  the  hair  terminates  in 
6 decided  points;  rev.,  same  as  No.  1;  the  eagle  rather  weakly  struck. 

No.  3;  close  date;  2 points  of  lower  star  touches  the  curl;  the  hair  term- 
inates in  6 points;  the  third  one  from  the  top  turns  downward  and 
touches  the  fourth;  the  lowest  star  on  the  right  is  partly  under  the 
bust,  1 point  nearly  touching  it;  rev.,  delicate  wreath;  16  berries;  8 on 
either  side ; scarce.

heavier  under  “of”  and  showing  an  additional  stick  to  the  bunch  of 
10  arrows  (probably  a stronger  impression  from  same  reverse  die)  ; 
very  scarce. 

No.  22;  wide  date;  the  8 in  date  touches  the  bust;  the  stars  not  so  close  to  L 
and  Y in  “Liberty”  as  in  No.  17;  rev.,  same  as  No.  18;  this  die  was 
cracked  through  letter  E in  “States”. 

No.  23;  obv.,  same  as  No.  22;  rev.,  same  as  No.  19. 

No.  24;  obv.,  same  as  No.  14;  rev.,  the  2 upper  stars  in  centre  partly  in  the 

clouds  and  weakly  struck ; a break  in  the  die  makes  the  end  of  the 
olive  branch  extend  to  the  milling;  the  point  of  the  upper  part  of 
eagle’s  beak  touches  a point  of  a star. 

No.  25;  close  date;  similar  to  No.  14,  but  lower  star  on  the  left  farther  from 
the  hair  and  lower  star  on  the  right  nearer  to  the  bust;  the  letters  in 
word  “Liberty”  close  together;  rev.,  same  as  No.  24,  but  the  crack  in 
the  die  from  the  end  of  the  branch  is  very  slight. 

No.  26;  close  date;  the  8 in  date  much  higher  than  the  other  figures  and  en- 
tirely out  of  position;  rev.,  4 of  the  upper  stars  on  the  left  and  centre 

touch  the  clouds;  11  arrows  and  2 sticks  in  eagle’s  claw;  leaf  in  the 

olive  branch  points  to  the  centre  of  I;  eagle’s  claw  very  near  the  letter 
A,  but  not  over  it. 

No.  27;  obv.,  same  as  No.  26;  rev'.,  same  as  No.  11. 

No.  28;  obv.,  same  as  No.  26;  a break  in  the  die  runs  from  the  lowest  star  on 
the  left  to  the  milling  under  the  figure  9 and  then  up  through  the  9; 
this  is  slightly  noticeable  in  No.  26;  rev.,  3 stars  on  the  left  form  a 
triangle;  the  centre  star  of  the  3 on  the  right,  extending  from  the 
back  of  the  eagle’s  head  to  the  cloud,  is  depressed  inward;  all  the 
upper  stars  are  not  very  near  the  clouds;  the  leaf  in  the  olive  branch 
points  to  the  end  of  I nearest  to  C in  “America";  the  end  of  the 
branch  curves  slightl\'  toward  the  tail  of  the  eagle. 
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No.  29;  obv.,  same  as  No.  28;  rev.,  same  as  No.  12. 

No.  30;  obv.,  same  as  No.  28;  rev.,  very  similar  to  No.  11,  excepting  that  the 

centre  star  of  the  3 on  the  right  bulges  outward  towards  the  ribbon; 
the  eagle’s  claw  is  a little  nearer  the  letter  A and  the  stars  are  not 

near  the  clouds;  the  point  of  upper  part  of  the  eagle’s  beak  just 

touches  a point  of  the  star;  ver}'  rare  variety. 


The  Dollars  of  1799 

(Many  of  the  following  1799  dollars  described  as  barely  cir- 
culated would  be  termed  by  many  dealers  as  uncirculated,  and  are 
very  bejiutiful  pieces.) 

No.  1;  word  “Liberty”  wide;  last  9 nearly  touches  the  bust;  stars  very  close 

together;  rev.,  leaf  points  to  centre  of  the  stand  of  I ; A in  “America” 

touches  the  side  of  third  feather  in  eagle’s  wing  and  rests  on  the 
fourth  feather;  point  of  star  touches  the  point  of  lower  part  of  eagle’s 
beak,  but  does  not  enter  the  mouth  ; die  cracked  and  scaled  between  R 
and  I in  “America”  ; very  scarce. 

No.  2;  same  obverse  as  No.  1;  rev.,  leaf  points  to  edge  of  I nearest  to  R in 

“America”;  A does  not  touch  the  side  of  third  feather  of  eagle’s  wing, 

but  rests  on  the  fourth;  star  touches  lower  part  of  eagle’s  beak  and 
just  enters  the  mouth;  a slight  crack  runs  through  the  curved  part  of 
D in  “United”;  scarce. 

No.  3 ; obv.,  same  as  No.  1 ; rev.,  15  stars,  2 of  them  almost  entirely  concealed 
by  the  clouds  on  extreme  right  and  left,  the  points  just  barely  emerg- 
ing; scarce. 


.No.  4;  wcrd  “Liberty”  close;  stars  wider  apart  than  in  the  preceding;  1 point 
of  star  touches  the  bust;  the  first  9 in  date  out  of  place,  the  lower 
part  being  too  far  towards  the  last  9;  star  rather  close  to  Y ; a slight 
crack  runs  through  the  date  and  “Lib”  in  “Liberty”;  rev.,  same  as 
No.  3. 

No.  5;  word  “Liberty”  close  and  slightly  bifurcated;  an  evenly  cut  die;  the 
stars  on  either  side  of  “Liberty”  are  at  even  distances;  date  even  and 
at  proper  distance  from  the  bust  and  edge;  rev.,  all  the  upper  stars 
touch  the  clouds;  the  2 stars  on  extreme  upper  right  have  each  2 
points  touching,  and  the  2 stars  on  upper  extreme  left  have  1 point 
touching  the  clouds;  the  leaf  points  a little  to  the  part  of  I nearest  R 
in  “America”;  point  of  star  touches  the  point  of  lower  part  of  eagle’s 
beak;  A in  “America”  touches  the  side  of  third  feather  of  eagle’s 
wing,  but  does  not  rest  on  the  fourth;  the  letters  of  legend  slightly 
bifurcated. 


No.  6;  obv.,  same  as  No.  5;  rev.,  the  position  of  the  stars  nearly  the  same  as 
in  No.  5,  except  that  the  second  upper  star  from  the  left  has  2 points 
touching  the  clouds;  A in  “STATES”  touches  the  clouds;  the  leaf 
points  to  the  centre  of  the  stand  of  I in  “America”  and  the  first  A 
touches  the  third  and  rests  on  the  fourth  feather  of  eagle’s  wing;  the 
point  of  the  star  touches  the  point  of  lower  part  of  eagle’s  beak;  AME 
in  “America”  joined  at  the  lower  part;  very  scarce. 
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No.  7;  obv'.,  same  as  No.  5,  but  lower  edge  of  word  “Liberty’  not  bifurcated  ; 

rev.,  the  position  of  the  stars  very  similar  to  No.  6,  excepting  that  the 
point  of  the  star  touches  the  point  of  upper  part  of  eagle’s  beak  ; the 
leaf  points  to  centre  of  the  stand  of  I in  “America,”  A in  “America” 
touches  third  feather,  but  does  not  rest  on  the  fourth;  AML  in 
“America”  not  joined  at  lower  part;  scarce. 

No.  8;  obv.,  very  similar  to  Nos.  5 and  7;  but  the  1 in  date  is  much  farther 
off  from  the  curl  of  the  hair;  the  lower  part  of  word  “Liberty”  is 
bifurcated;  rev.,  a line  between  the  lower  part  of  N and  I in  “United’ 
nearly  connects  them;  AME  in  “America”  joined  at  the  lower  part; 
first  A in  “America”  just  barely  escapes  touching  the  eagle’s  wing. 

No.  9;  obv.,  almost  exactly  like  No.  5,  but  the  stars  are  larger,  giving  them 
the  appearance  of  being  closer  together;  the  word  “Liberty”  is  not 
quite  so  close  and  the  E and  R farther  to  the  left;  re\'.,  the  star  on 
upper  extreme  right  has  only  1 point  touching  the  clouds;  the  next 
upper  star  has  2 points  touching;  the  leaf  points  to  the  part  of  I 
nearest  to  C in  “America”;  the  lower  parts  of  A and  M in  “America” 
are  joined;  the  E very  close,  but  not  touching;  the  stand  of  first  A in 
“America”  is  partly  under  the  third  feather;  the  point  of  star  touches 
the  point  of  lower  part  of  eagle’s  beak. 

No.  10;  obv.,  same  as  No.  5;  rev.,  the  position  of  the  stars  answers  the  des- 
cription of  No.  9;  the  eagle’s  claw  nearly  touches  the  letter  A;  the 
leaf  points  to  the  part  of  I nearest  to  R in  “America;”  long  stem  in 
eagle’s  claw  turns’  toward  eagle’s  tail ; the  arrow  points  extend  farther 
in  Nos.  9 and  10  than  in  any  of  the  preceding. 


No.  11;  obv.,  same  as  No.  7;  rev.,  no  berries  on  olive  branch;  scarce. 

No.  12;  obv.,  same  as  No.  9;  rev.,  same  as  No.  11;  very  scarce. 

No.  13;  obv.,  same  as  No.  4;  rev.,  the  extreme  left  and  right  upper  stars  al- 
most touch  the  eagle’s  wings;  the  star  does  not  touch  the  eagle’s  beak; 

the  lower  parts  of  A and  M in  “America”  are  joined;  the  leaf  points 
to  centre  of  the  stand  of  I;  the  first  A in  “America”  rests  upon  the 
fourth  feather,  but  does  not  touch  the  third;  excessively  rare  variety. 

No.  14;  last  9 in  date  is  closer  to  the  bust  than  in  any  of  the  preceding,  ex- 
cept Nos.  1,  2 and  3 ; the  lowest  star  on  the  right  is  closer  to  the  bust 
than  in  any  of  the  preceding  excepting  No.  4;  rev.,  the  upper  right 
star  has  1 point  piercing  the  clouds;  in  worn  specimens  it  looks  as  if 
3 points  touched  the  clouds;  the  upper  left  star  has  1 point  touching 
the  clouds;  the  first  A in  “America”  does  not  quite  touch  the  eagle’s 
wing,  but  the  lower  part  is  joined  to  M;  the  leaf  points  to  the  centre 
of  I;  the  point  of  a star  touches  the  point  of  lower  part  of  eagle’s 
beak. 


No.  IS;  obv.,  same  as  No.  4;  rev.,  same  as  the  reverse  of  No.  24  of  the  1798 
dollars;  the  break  in  the  die  extends  from  the  end  of  olive  branch  to 
the  milling;  very  rare  variety. 
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No.  16;  obv.,  very  similar  to  No.  9,  excepting  that  the  word  ‘‘Liberty”  is  closer, 
the  star  farther  from  L and  the  lower  star  on  the  right  closer  to  the 
bust;  rev.,  the  upper  star  on  the  right  has  1 point  and  the  2 upper 
stars  on  the  left  2 points  touching  the  clouds;  the  star  touches  the 
point  of  lower  part  of  eagle's  beak;  the  leaf  points  to  part  of  I 
nearest  to  R in  “America”;  AME  in  “America”  do  not  touch;  the 
thick  part  of  U in  “United”  is  defective  in  the  upper  part. 

No.  17;  obv.,  same  as  No.  5;  rev.,  the  2 upper  right  stars  have  each  2 points 

touching  the  clouds;  the  upper  left  star  has  1 point  touching  and 

another  nearly  touching  the  clouds;  the  point  of  star  touches  the 
upper  part  of  eagle's  beak  and  nearly  touches  the  lower  part;  the 
first  A in  “America”  does  not  touch  the  eagle's  wing  and  the  AME 
do  not  touch  each  other;  the  leaf  points  to  part  of  I nearest  to  R and 

nearly  touches  it;  very  short  stem  in  eagle's  claw  and  the  claw  nearly 

touches  the  letter  A. 

No.  18;  the  last  9 in  date  closer  to  the  bust  than  any  of  the  preceding  excepting 
Nos.  1,  2 and  3 ; about  the  same  as  No.  14,  but  it  differs  from  the 
latter  in  that  the  star  is  not  so  close  to  the  bust  and  the  upper  right 
and  left  stars  not  quite  so  close  to  the  word  “Liberty”;  rev.,  ver\' 
similar  to  No.  5,  but  A in  “America'’  does  not  quite  touch  the  eagle's 

wing;  the  lower  parts  of  the  letters  not  bifurcated;  point  of  star 

touches  lower  part  of  eagle's  beak;  break  in  the  die  runs  between  E 
and  D in  “United”  across  the  eagle’s  wing  to  top  of  the  shield;  ver\' 
rare  variety. 

No.  19;  obv.,  same  as  No.  IS;  rev.,  same  as  No.  2;  very  rare  variety. 

No.  20;  obv.,  same  as  No.  18;  rev.,  same  as  No.  18,  but  die  not  cracked;  ex- 

cessively rare  variety. 

No.  21;  obv.,  almost  the  same  as  No.  9,  but  the  star  is  a little  nearer  the  Y and 
the  Y closer  to  the  T in  “Liberty’’;  the  last  9 in  date  is  also  nearer 
the  bust;  rev.,  same  as  No.  14;  scarce. 

No.  22;  obv.,  same  as  No.  14;  rev.,  none  of  the  stars  touch  the  clouds;  leaf 
points  to  the  centre  of  stand  of  I in  “America”;  AME  in  “America” 
do  not  join;  point  of  star  touches  lower  part  of  eagle's  beak;  a break 
in  the  die  runs  from  the  edge  between  E and  D in  "United"  across 
the  upper  part  of  eagle’s  breast  to  the  edge  on  opposite  side  touching 
the  letter  M in  “America”;  this  crack  runs  higher  than  in  No.  18; 
rare  variety. 

No.  23;  obv.,  5 stars  facing;  rev.,  same  as  No.  16;  rare.

No.  1;  close  date;  slight  elevation  in  the  field  running  from  a point  of  the 
lowest  star  on  the  left  towards  the  hair;  the  1 in  date  just  barel>' 
escapes  touching  the  hair;  rev.,  point  of  star  touches  the  lower  part 
of  eagle's  beak  and  the  point  of  the  upper  lieak  shuts  down  on  the 
side  of  the  same  point  of  the  star;  the  leaf  toudu's  the  part  of  1 nearest 
to  C in  “America'’;  first  letter  in  “America"  touches  the  third 
feather  in  eagle's  wing;  AME  are  joined  at  the  lower  part;  arrow  in 
centre  of  bunch  is  double  pointed;  scarce  variety.

No.  3;  obv.,  same  as  No.  2;  rev.,  point  of  star  enters  the  eagle’s  mouth,  not 
touching  the  lower  part  of  beak;  the  leaf  touches  the  centre  of  lower 
stand  of  1;  the  2 upper  stars  on  the  right  do  not  quite  touch  the 
clouds;  all  the  other  upper  stars  have  1 point  touching;  the  end  of 
olive  branch  curls  towards  the  tail  of  the  eagle;  AME  in  “America” 
do  not  join  at  the  lower  part,  but  are  quite  close;  first  A in  “America” 
touches  the  third  and  fourth  feathers  in  eagle’s  wing;  excessively  rare 
variety. 

No.  4;  lower  star  on  left  is  a little  closer  to  the  hair,  the  star  not  so  close  to 
Y,  and  the  star  a trifle  closer  to  L in  “Liberty”  than  in  Nos.  1,  2 and 
3;  the  1 in  date  barely  escapes  touching  the  hair;  rev.,  the  eagle’s 
beak  is  shut  down  on  the  extreme  point  of  the  star;  the  leaf  points  to 
(without  touching)  the  centre  of  lower  stand  of  I in  “America”;  all 
the  letters  but  the  last  T and  E in  “States”  touch  the  clouds;  the  F 
in  “of”  also  touches  the  clouds;  AME  in  “America”  touch  at  lower 
part  and  the  first  A touches  the  third  and  fourth  feathers  in  eagle’s 
wing;  very  rare.

No.  7;  obv.,  same  as  No.  5;  rev.,  the  letters  of  the  legend  slightly  bifurcated; 

the  second  upper  star  from  the  right  does  not  touch  the  clouds;  other- 
wise about  the  same  as  No.  5;  the  only  specimen  I have  met  with. 

No.  8;  obv.,  same  as  No.  5;  rev.,  the  3 upper  stars  on  the  right  do  not  touch 
the  clouds;  the  upper  3 stars  on  the  left  all  have  1 point  touching  the 
clouds;  the  lower  parts  of  AME  in  “America”  do  not  touch;  the  leaf 
points  to  the  centre  of  I;  most  of  the  letters  in  the  legend  slightly 
bifurcated;  otherwise  like  No.  5. 


No.  9;  obv.,  same  as  No.  5;  rev.,  same  as  No.  8,  but  the  letters  not  bifurcated; 
very  rare. 
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No.  10;  the  0 0 in  date  are  wider  apart  than  in  any  of  the  preceding;  the  lower 
star  on  the  right  is  close  to  the  bust  as  in  No.  4,  but  the  star  is  farther 
from  the  L in“Liberty”  than  in  that  number  or  any  of  the  preceding;

No.  11;  obv.,  same  as  No.  10;  rev.,  the  first  A in  “America”  only  touches  the 
third  feather  in  eagle’s  wing  as  in  the  reverse  of  No.  1,  but  differs 
from  it  in  that  the  leaf  points  to  the  centre  of  I a little  tow'ards  R in 
“America”  and  the  points  of  the  arrows  extend  beyond  the  letter  N. 
which  they  do  not  in  No.  1 ; scarce. 

No.  12;  last  0 in  date  very  close  to  bust;  slightly  closer  than  in  Nos.  2 and  3; 

lower  part  of  L and  I slightly  bifurcated;  otherwise  this  obverse  is 
almost  exactly  like  No.  2;  rev.,  star  enters  the  eagle’s  mouth  not 
touching  the  beak ; the  2 upper  stars  on  the  left  do  not  touch  the 
clouds  and  the  2 on  upper  right  have  each  1 point  touching  the  clouds; 
AME  do  not  join;  the  leaf  points  to  the  part  of  I nearest  to  R in

No.  13  ; very  similar  to  No.  10,  but  the  stars  are  a little  farther  from  L and  Y 
and  the  lowest  star  on  the  left  a trifle  farther  from  the  hair;  the  8 in 
date  is  in  a more  even  line;  rev.,  very  similar  to  No.  8,  except  that 
the  A and  M touch  and  2 of  the  upper  stars  do  not  touch  the  clouds 
so  decidedly  and  the  branch  is  directed  more  towards  the  eagle’s  tail^ 
rare.

left  has  2 points  touching  the  clouds  and  the  second  upper  star  on 
right  barely  escapes  touching;  all  the  other  upper  stars  have  1 point 
touching  the  clouds;  leaf  points  to  centre  of  I;  first  A in  “America” 
touches  the  third  and  fourth  feathers. 

No.  15;  closer  date;  the  8 nearer  to  the  1;  the  lower  star  on  the  right  nearer 
to  the  bust  than  in  any  of  the  preceding;  it  just  barely  escapes  touch- 
ing the  juncture  of  the  drapery  with  the  bosom;  rev'.,  3 arrow  heads 
have  no  sticks;  star  near,  but  does  not  touch  eagle’s  beak;  first  A in 
“America”  does  not  touch  eagle’s  wing;  the  stand  of  M laps  over  the 
stand  of  A in  “America”;  scarce  variety. 

No.  16;  closer  date  than  any  of  the  preceding;  the  8 too  low;  the  last  0 very 
near  the  bust;  the  star  distant  from  L as  in  Nos.  11,  13  and  14;  rev., 
same  as  No.  4. 

No.  17;  the  star  very  far  from  L,  farther  than  in  any  of  the  preceding;  rev., 
the  point  of  star  touches  the  point  of  upper  part  of  eagle’s  beak; 
lower  parts  of  letters  in  “America”  slightly  bifurcated;  AME  in 
“America”  close,  but  do  not  join;  leaf  points  to  part  of  I nearest  to  R 
in  “America”;  the  2 upper  stars  on  the  right  have  each  2 points 
touching  the  clouds;  first  A in  “America”  touches  the  third  and  fourth 
feathers. 
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No.  18;  ohv.,  same  as  No.  13;  rev.,  upper  [)art  of  eagle’s  beak  shuts  down  on 
the  point  of  the  star;  all  the  letters  in  the  legend  are  bifurcated  on 
lower  part;  a break  in  the  die  is  like  a spray  running  from  the  ex- 
treme tip  of  the  eagle’s  wing  on  the  right  through  F in  "of”  extend- 
ing to  the  second  and  third  upper  stars  on  the  right. 

No.  19;  lower  star  on  the  right  almost  as  close  to  the  bust  as  in  No.  15;  but 

the  lower  star  on  the  left  is  much  closer  to  the  hair  and  the  star  also 

farther  from  L;  the  last  0 in  date  very  near  the  bust;  rev.,  same  as 
No.  11.

letter  N in  “United”;  first  A in  “America”  touches  the  third  and 
fourth  feathers  in  eagle’s  wing. 

No.  2;  obv.,  same  as  No.  1;  rev.,  upper  part  of  eagle’s  beak  touches  the  point 
of  star;  the  points  of  the  arrows  extend  to  opposite  the  end  of  letter 
N nearest  to  1 in  “United”;  12  arrows  in  eagle’s  claw;  leaf  pointing 
to  I and  the  first  A in  “America”  are  in  the  same  position  as  in  No.  1. 

No.  3 ; obv.,  same  as  No.  1 ; rev.,  point  of  star  touches  the  outside  of  upper 
part  of  eagle’s  beak;  the  points  of  arrows  extend  as  in  No.  2;  the 
leaf  touches  the  lower  stand  of  I nearest  to  C in  “America”;  first  A 
in  “America”  touches  only  the  third  feather  in  eagle’s  wing. 

No.  4;  close  date;  differs  from  No.  1 in  having  the  star  farther  from  Y and 
the  lower  right  star  nearer  to  the  bust;  figure  1 in  date  very  close 
(nearly  touching)  the  curl;  rev.,  star  touches  the  outside  of  eagle’s 
beak  as  in  No.  3 ; the  leaf  points  to  the  centre  of  stand  of  I ; the 
arrows  extend  farther  than  in  any  of  the  preceding;  some  of  them 
nearly  opposite  to  I.

No.  1;  close  date;  figure  1 barely  escapes  touching  the  curl;  rev.,  12  arrows; 

the  leaf  points  to  end  of  stand  of  I nearest  to  R in  “America’’;  the  end 
of  1 of  the  arrows  touches  the  eagle’s  tail;  upper  beak  of  eagle  shuts 
down  on  point  of  star;  very  scarce  variety. 

No.  2;  wider  date,  the  1 and  8 farther  apart;  1 not  so  near  the  curl,  but  the 
2 nearer  the  bust;  rev.,  13  arrows,  2 of  them  imperfect;  a small 
break  shows  like  a point  on  the  curved  part  of  D in  “United”;  point 
of  star  touches  upper  part  of  eagle’s  beak  on  the  outside;  leaf  points 
to  the  centre  of  stand  of  I in  “America.” 

No.  3;  still  wider  date;  the  1 and  8 are  closer  together  than  in  No.  2,  but 
more  space  between  the  other  figures;  the  star  is  farther  from  L and 
closer  to  Y than  in  No.  2;  rev.,  same  as  No.  2. 
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No.  4;  close  date  similar  to  No.  1,  but  in  this  the  star  is  nearer  the  curl; 

figure  1 touches  the  hair,  and  star  nearer  to  Y in  “Liberty";  rev., 
same  as  No.  1 except  that  the  thirteenth  arrow  is  made  to  show,  al- 
though almost  hid,  and  the  end  of  the  arrow  does  not  touch  eagle’s 
tail. 

No.  5;  perfect  wide  date;  2 in  date  close  to  bust;  rev.,  same  as  No.  2;  rare 
variety. 

No.  6;  perfect  close  date;  figure  2 not  so  near  the  bust  and  star  farther  from 
L in  "Liberty”  than  in  No.  5;  the  T in  “Liberty"  is  defective,  having 
only  half  of  the  stand;  rev.,  same  as  No.  1. 


The  Dollars  of  1803 

No.  1;  small  thin  3;  wide  date;  the  extreme  point  of  the  upper  part  of  the  3 
slants  towards  the  bust  and  the  tip  towards  the  0 in  date;  star  closer 
to  Y in  “Liberty”  than  in  any  other  variety;  rev.,  the  same  as  the 
reverse  of  No.  2 of  the  1802  dollars;  rare  variety. 

No.  2;  wide  date;  the  top  of  the  3 is  parallel  with  the  bust,  the  tip  parallel 
with  the  0 in  date,  and  is  lower  than  the  other  figures;  the  1 in  date  is 
defective  at  top;  the  lowest  star  on  the  left  is  farther  from  the  hair 
than  in  No.  1 ; the  upper  stars  are  at  equal  distances  from  L and  Y in 
“Liberty”;  rev.,  upper  part  of  eagle’s  beak  shuts  down  on  point  of 
star;  12  arrows  in  eagle’s  claw;  leaf  points  to  edge  of  I nearest  to  R 
in  “America”;  the  upper  left  star  has  1 point  just  barely  touching  the 
clouds;  extremely  rare  variety. 

No.  3;  close  date,  but  the  figure  3 is  almost  exactly  like  that  in  No.  1 ; the  star 
is  not  so  close  to  Y;  figure  1 does  not  touch  the  hair  in  this  or  any  of  the 
preceding;  rev.,  point  of  star  touches  the  lower  part  of  eagle’s  beak; 
13  perfect  arrows;  leaf  points  to  edge  of  I nearest  to  R in  “America”; 
the  letters  A and  M in  “America”  touch  at  lower  part;  very  short 
stem  in  eagle’s  claw;  extremely  rare  variety. 

-No.  4;  close  date;  the  3 has  the  same  characteristics  as  in  Nos.  1 and  3,  but  is 
longer,  with  top  nearer  the  bust;  the  1 in  date  touches  the  hair;  the 
lower  stars  on  left  and  right  are  very  close  to  the  hair  and  bust;  star 
not  so  near  L in  “Liberty”  as  in  any  of  the  preceding;  rev.,  same  as 
No.  2. 

No.  5;  still  closer  date;  similar  3 to  Nos.  1,  3 and  4,  but  the  3 is  much  higher 
and  entirely  out  of  its  proper  position  and  nearly  touches  the  bust,  but 
is  not  so  long  a figure  as  in  No.  4;  the  lower  right  star  is  farther  from 
the  bust  than  in  any  of  the  preceding;  figure  1 does  not  touch  the  hair; 
rev.,  same  as  No.  1. 

No.  6;  very  wide  date;  large  thick  3;  the  lower  part  much  below  the  other 
figures;  lower  star  on  the  right  very  near  the  bust;  figure  1 very 
near,  but  does  not  quite  touch  the  hair;  rev.,  same  as  No.  2. 
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
